tax is causing his 


market to vanish. The textile manu- 
facturer complains that Japanese mills 
arc stealing his export trade, and arc 
even coming into the United ' States 
over our tariff waiis. 


The manuiacturers may be speak- 


ing the truth there. 


If they are speaking the truth, and 


if we find we can't do anything about 
it, then we may have to abandon the 
entire system of farm benefit pay- 
ments.

But as long as we stick to Ihe policy 


of controlcd farm production we must 
stick to the processing tax.

jury May 6. I knew nothing of this 
affair until it 
had 
already 
been 


brought before the courts, and ever 
then my co-operation was not asked. 


Mo charged further that the action 


of the university, in co-operation with 
Mrs. Mabel Evaixs, county probation 
officer, had practcially stymied him on 
an investigation he had been making 
for some time. 


"For tho last throe or four weeks 


he said, "the office of the county at- 
torney, acting on numerous complaints 
has been investigating vice conditions 
in some of the smaller hotels. He had 
ah-cudy obtained warrants and would 
have made raids this week. Wo wore 
ready for a raid last Saturday night 
but conditions wore not right and it 
was postponed." 


As a result of the notoriety of the 


university's action in suspending an 
entire- fraternity, he said, much of his 
investigation had gone for naught and 
that all vice would subside for the 
rcxt fortnight.
